The file consists of a commercially produced feature from Eastern Europe that is mainly focused 
on naked or near naked young boys engaging in playful antics. The material has been designed 
for the titillation and arousal of those with a sexual interest in young boys. The availability of the 
publication tends to create or reinforce this sexual interest and encourage exploitation. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention and is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. The 
classification reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to protect its young and 
vulnerable members from sexual exploitation.
